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ABSTRACT 



A centrifuge is capable of holding a sample container in 
selected mentations, either during or after centrifugarion, to 
drain supernatants between two or more chambers of the 
container. The draining may be gravity or centrifugal drain- 
ing. This allows an automated process to subject a sample to 
a first physical or chemical treatment to produce a first 
supernatant, the first supernatant to be subjected to a second 
physical or chemical treatment, and a second supernatant to 
be separated from a desired component
